REPORT. 


I ENTERED upon the duties of this office on the fourth day of 
March, 1867, relieving General GEORGE W. Brown, whose term of 
office expired on that day. 

At the date of the last annual report of this department, the 
medals which your Excellency was directed to procure or cause to 
be procured for the volunteers in the United States Army from 
this State during the late rebellion, as contemplated by the Joint 
Resolution of the Legislature adopted February lst, 1866, had been 
contracted for by my predecessor, and it was expected that they 
would all be delivered here by April or May of the present year. 
But it was found that a much longer time would be required to man- 
ufacture them than was anticipated, and in consequence the last of 
them did not arrive until about the first of September. Meanwhile 
they had been arriving in small quantities, and as soon as a suff- 
cient number were received the work of distributing them was 
commenced. This was a work requiring much time and labor, as 
notice had to be prepared and published in all the newspapers of 
the State, notifying the parties who were entitled to them that the 
medals were ready for delivery, and requesting them to send their 
Post Office address here in order that they could be sent to them; 
besides it was found necessary to prepare books wherein to record 
the name of each soldier, his rank, company, regiment, Post Office 
address, and the date at which his medal was forwarded. Each 
medal was delivered here in a small paper box with the name, rank, 
company, &c., of the recipient marked on the outside of it, and in 
distributing the medals each one was enclosed in an envelope, 
together with a letter of presentation which had- been prepared, 
and directed to the soldier who was entitled to it. Thus it will be 
seen that the name, rank, company, regiment and Post Office 
address of the soldier‘had to be written twice with each medal that 
was sent out, and when it is considered that. there were some 
twenty-six thousand of them to distribute, some idea may be formed 
of the amount of work required. 

Before distributing any of them, our Representatives in Congress 
succeeded in getting a Joint Resolution passed by that body allow- 
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ing the medals to go through the mails free of postage, and con- 
ferring the franking privilege on the Adjutant General for that 
purpose, thus saving the State a great expense. 

Over fifteen thousand of the medals have been delivered to the 
soldiers for whom they were intended, up to this date, leaving some 
eleven thousand yet to be distributed, and I have no doubt but 
that the most of them will be applied for in the next few months. 

While on the subject of medals, I desire to express my apprecia- 
tion of the prompt and skillful manner in which Mr. A. Demorest, 
of New York City, has executed his contract for manufacturing and 
delivering them. My business intercourse with him has been of 
the most pleasant character, and he has fulfilled his contract in the 
most satisfactory manner. i 


SOLDIER'S RECORD. 


This work is progressing as satisfactorily as could be desired 
under existing circumstances, and when completed will exhibit the 
military history of every officer and soldier belonging to West Vir- 
ginia orgarfizations during the late war. Great inconvenience is 
experienced, owing to the imperfect condition of many of the com- 
pany rolls, some of them not having been furnished this office, and 
much time and labor is required to hunt them up, and in order to 
complete and perfect the record, it may be necessary to apply to 
the War Department for copies of the missing rolls. 

The record, when complete, will furnish the following facts rela- 
tive to every officer and soldier of the State: Name, Rank, Age; 
When, where, and for what period enlisted; When and where 
mustered into the service; When re-enlisted; When re-mustered 
and for what period; Where credited; Nature and date of any 
promotion; Date and cause of death; Date of muster-out; Dis- 
charge, desertion, and many other important facts connected with 
the soldier’s military history, thus making it a very valuable work, 
easy of reference and complete in all, the facts pertaining to the 
soldiers of the State. 


MILITIA. 


There is little or no interest manifested in the militia of the 
State; that portion of the law requiring musters and drill having 
been abolished, thereby making the whole law inoperative and a 
failure. It must be conceded that it is no militia law at all that 
does not require organizations to be trained or drilled so that they 
could be relied on and made efficient in case of insurrection or 
invasion. 
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I think there could be some plan or system adopted by which 
the militia of the State could be made efficient for all purposes of 
defense, without increasing the expenses of the State to any very 
considerable extent. 

I would here call the attention of your Excellency to the Act of 
Congress, approved March 2d, 1803, which provides, among other 
things, that it shall be the duty of the Adjutant General of each 
State to make to the President of the United States an annual 
return of the militia of his State, together with the arms, accoutre- 
ments, &c., in their possession, on or before the first Monday in 
January of each year. This has never been done in this State, 
from the fact that the militia of the State has been, and is now, in 
an almost totally disorganized condition, and it would be utterly 
impossible, in the present condition of affairs, to make anything 
like a correct return such as is contemplated by the Act. The 
entire militia of the State will have to be re-organized, and to-do 
this will require an appropriation by the Legislature to defray the 
necessary expenses. 

It is to be hoped that Congress will adopt some general law look- 
ing to a more uniform system of militia throughout the country; 
but, until this is done, I most earnestly recommend that a better 
system than the present laws be adopted for the government of 
the militia of the State. 


MISSING SOLDIERS. 


The Adjutant General’s Reports for 1864 and 1865, show a great 
many of the soldiers of the State unaccounted for, and there 
yet remains many to be accounted for. I have no doubt but that 
many of those missing soldiers have perished in Southern prisons 
and no correct record kept of their deaths, It is to be hoped that 
many may yet be accounted for through the government agents 
appointed to collect, re-inter and register all who have died in 
Southern prisons whose names have been preserved, and those who 
fell upon battle fields, whose graves were marked. It would bea 
great relief to the friends and relatives of these missing soldiers 
if something definite could be ascertained and their fate be made a 
part of the records of this office. 


SUMMARY OF THE YEAR. 


The labors of this office have been greatly increased during the 
year, requiring great care as well as imposing important responsi- 
bilities. Over five thousand letters have been received and an- 
swered, requiring much labor in the examination of the records in

cases of back pay, bounties and pensions due from the United 
` States, giving information and military record of soldiers of the 
State affecting their claims for additional bounty under the Act of 
Congress to equalize bounties, approved July 28th, 1866, also many 
applications from the Quarter-Master General and Commissary Gen- 
eral of the Army, had to be responded to; copies of records, cer- 
tificates of enlistment, muster and credit of yeterans and recruits, 
to be used in prosecuting claims for local bounties, had to be fur- 
nished; receiving and distributing soldier's medals, furnishing to 
other States copies of record and names of all soldiers from such 
States serving in West Virginia organizations, and many other 
important facts connected with the late war.* 

These labors must continue for some time to come, as it will take 
a considerable length of time to close the issues between the sol- 
diers and the National and State governments. I cannot therefore 
see how any of the present clerical force of the office can be dis- 
pensed with, at least until after the closing to some extent of the 
many |important matters pertaining to the records and interests of 
the soldiers of the State. 

The expenses of this office, during the year, including rent of 
armory and magazine, postage, stationery, printing, &c., were one 
thousand three hundred and twenty-nine dollars and sixty-nine 
cents, ($1,329 69,) which was paid out of the appropriation for 
contingent expenses. This includes all the expenses of the Quarter- 
Master General’s Department since January Ist, that office having 
been abolished and the duties transferred to this office. 

To Messrs. James E. Hanes and James M. Ewing, Jr., clerks in 
the office, I am under great obligations for faithful and efficient 
service and valuable assistance. Their familiarity with the records 
and files, and the inter-business of the office, has afforded me very 
great advantages in the performance of my duties.

Quarter-Master General’s Department. 


Section 2, Chapter 23, Acts of the Legislature of 1867, makes the 
Adjutant General ex-officio Quarter-Master General, and as such 
requires him to perform all the duties appertaining to that office, 
thus abolishing the office of Quarter-Master General. 

No Quarter-Master or Commissary Stores have been received or 
issued during the year. 

There is still a considerable amount of Ordnance and Ordnance 
Stores in the hands of the militia in various parts of the State. I 
shall endeavor to have this collected and turned in during the 
ensuing year. 

The greater part of the arms, accoutrements, &c., now in the 
possession of the State belongs to the General Government, and, as 
directed by your Excellency, as soon as there is sufficient water in 
the river to permit it, I will have them shipped to Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and turned in to the United States Military Arsenal at that place, 
thus doing away with the necessity of an armory, or at least 
reducing the amount of property on hand to so small a quantity 
that a much smaller room than the one-now occupied will be sufti- 
cient. I have notified the proprietor of the room now used as an | 
armory that the State will vacate said room on the first of April 
next. 

Appendix “A,” attached to this report, exhibits the amount of 
Ordnance and Ordnance Stores received, issued and remaining on 
hand in the fiscal year ending September 30th, 1867. 

At the date of the-last annual report of this department there 
was three thousand three hundred and fifty three dollars and 
eighty cents ($3,353 80) remaining of the appropriation for the 
payment of militia claims audited by the Board of Claims. 

Since that date there has been paid out of this amount, as exhib- 
ited by Appendix “B,” one thousand one hundred and twenty- 
seven dollars and eighteen cents, ($1,127 18,) leaving two thousand 
two hundred and twenty-six dollars and sixty-two cents ($2,226 62) 
still remaining of this appropriation. This amount is being con- 
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tinually reduced by application of persons hot previously paid, 
although I think it is highly probable that the entire amount may 
never be called for.
